Our  biggest  money-making  function  was 
selling  hot  dogs  at  a  football  game.  Did  we 
make  money?

1939 — and  then  we  were  Juniors.  Laurie 
Swanson  led  us  through  the  year  and  tried  to 
collect  the  dues.  Virginia  Hall,  In  the  roll  of 
treasurer,  managed  the  money  as  It  came  In. 
After  innumerable  candy  and  ice  cream  sales, 
skating  parties,  and  who-knows-what  it  was  June 
and  time  for  the  banquet — the  best  ever  held 
In  FHS.  Mr.  Panzarella  and  his  artistic  friends 


carried  out  In  the  decorations  the  most  Import¬ 
ant  event  In  years,  namely,  the  World's  Fair. 

Finally  September  1939  rolled  around  and  we 
fell  heir  to  the  remains  of  room  23  and  Miss 
Sackett.  We  made  an  auspicious  beginning 
electing  Wayne  Frazier  president;  Pill  Walth, 
vice  president:  and  Ruth  Mattlson,  secretary  and 
treasurer.  One  new  feature  this  year  was  In¬ 
cluding  the  price  of  a  yearbook  for  every  Senior 
in  the  class  budget.  In  December  came  that 
great  epic  In  FHS  dramatic  history — Noel  Cow¬ 
ard's  "I'll  Leave  It  to  You."  The  play  was  a 
big  success  due  to  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Carlson 
and  Mr.  Fenner  and  gave  our  treasury  a  taste 
of  growin'  pains. 

In  January  came  that  age-old  custom  of  re¬ 
gents.  Evidently  Ted  Lawson  had  an  advance 
preview  of  what  they  would  be  like  and,  as  a 
warning  to  us,  left  school  to  become  a  grocery 
magnate. 

Perhaps  you  have,  at  sometime  this  year, 
been  a  bit  rattled  by  someone's  coming  along, 
shooting  off  some  flashlight  powder  and  then 
calmly  going  on  his  way.  Burke  Allen,  our  cam¬ 
era  fiend,  is  the  guilty  one  and  It  Is  to  him  we 
owe  most  of  the  candid  shots  in  this  annual.
